least.  About  a  week  before  Memorial  Day  weekend,  I  was  asked 
to  represent  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  over  the  holiday  at  the 
Coal  Festival"  in  Blossburg,  Pennsylvania.  Looking  at  this 
great  opportunity  to  again  visit  one  of  the  state's  older  mining 
r owns ,  I  immediately  accepted  on  behalf  of  Labor  Secretary  Robert 
Reich.  At  the  time  I  didn’t  realize  that  I  was  also  volunteering 
o  be  a  part  of  a  parade  and  the  main  speaker  at  an  award  ceremony 
commemorating  the  80  th.  anniversary  since  the  town’s  most  noted 
ci-.zen,  William  B.  Wilson,  became  the  first  Secretary  of  Labor. 

^  The  following  should  be  of  interest  to  collector's  of  both 
coa.  and  Explosive  Control  Tokens  and  to  those  interested  in  the 
history  and  evolution  of  the  mine  labor  movement. 

1  visited  the  Blossburg  area  about  ten  years  ago  in 

searcn  of  coal  tokens  and  upon  speaking  to  anyone  who  would" I isten ; 
ueard  aoout  the  existence  of  a  token  from  the  mines  at  Morris  Run’ 
a  neighboring  town, but  was  unable  to  verify  the  information.  I 

r<n0b^y.Wh0  had  ever  seen  a  Blossburg  Coal  Company  token 
listed  by  Don  Adkins  as  from  Arnot,  just  a  mile  away.  When  I  crov- 

°  /lino:'°n  y  a  nandfu]  of  residents  remained  and  all  underground 
mining  haa  long  ceased  to  exist.  A  few  strip  mines  remained'and 

:lor,!  wri3L  1  was  told  at  th^  ceremonies,  the  last  one  closed  about 
two  years  ago . 

A  smail  museum  was  assembl ed • f or. the  coal  festival  and  among 
the  items  was  an  explosives  control  token  -from  Morris  Run;  a  round 
orciss  token,  which  I  already  have  in  my  collection.  It  apparently 
is  .he  same  token  I  heard  about  ten  years  before.  I  tried, but  it's 
r.ot  for  sale  at  any  price.  No.  other  tokens  could  be  located  by  anv 
of  the  surviving  residents.  A  nice  representative  display  of  local 
mining  pictures,  postcards,  and  mining  artifacts  were  also  present 
but  nothing  rare  or  unusual . 
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Having  researched  the  background  of  William  B.  Wilson  ,  I  was 
e  surprised  to  learn  about  his  extensive  efforts  in  organizing 
mine  workers.  Born  in  Scotland  in  1862, he  migrated  to  America 
er  nis  family  was  evicted  from  mine  housing  during  a  strike.  He 
ited  working  in  the  mines  at  Arnot  in  1871  (age  9)  and  bv  age 
was  a  labor  representative  for  the  Knights  Of  Labor.  By  18,  he 
labeled  a  troublemaker  and  blacklisted.  He  was  an  executive 
ra  member  of  the  Miners  and  Laborers  Benevolent  Association  and 
e:  under,  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  while  John  Mitchell 
President.  Served  as  a  congressman  from  1906-1913  and  as  the 
retary  of  Labor  from  1913  to  1921  when  he  retired  from  politics, 
truly  remarkable  man" 
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FACT  OR  FICTION? 
by  Joe  A.  Feazell 


One  of  the  first  books  that  I  purchased  when  I  first  became 
interested  in  collecting  scrip  was  Stuart  E.  Brown's  SCRIP.  I  have 
since  spent  countless  hours  browsing  through  this  wonderful  sojrce 
of  information  about  scrip  and  the  various  makers  who  manufactured 
these  objects  we  scriptors  find  so  fascinating. 

On  pages  169  through  178  Mr.  Brown  reproduced  the  1927  catalog 
of  the  Osborne  Register  Company  (ORCO).  One  of  the  pages  depict 
81  different  one  dollar  and  five  dollar  pieces,  purportedly  from 
satisfied  customers.  In  the  accompanying  text  ORCO  indicates  their 
willingness  to  furnish  names  •  and  addresses  of  customers  in  25 
states  with  whom  prospective  customers  are  invited  to  check. 

A  few  of  the  81  pieces  depicted  are  from  textile  mills,  and 
one  from  Proctor  &  Gamble  is  clearly  not  coal  related.  But  most  of 
the  pieces  are  from  coal  mining  companies  from  a  number  of 
different  states.  While  only  the  obverses  are  portrayed  on  this 
page,  other  pages  show  the  correct  PAT.  PEND,  or  0RC0-1  reverse  in 
use  in  1927.  Some  of  these  pieces  may  also  be  found  in  ORCO ' s  ads 

in  the  KEYSTONE  directories  from  the  1925-1930  era.

To  facilitate  reference  I  have  arbitrarily  labeled  the  nine 
horizontal  rows  "A"  through  "I"  and  the  individual  pieces  in  each 
row  are  labeled  "1"  through  "9."  In  this  fashion  the  first  piece 
in  the  first  row  is  A1  and  the  last  piece  in  the  last  row  is  19  and 
the  fifth  piece  in  the  second  row  is  B5,  which  just  happens  to  be 
the  piece  that  piqued  my  interest  and  prompted  me  to  delve  a  bit 
deeper  into  this  matter.  ' 

I  checked  out  a  few  of  the  W V  pieces  in  Edkins,  but  will  leave 
it  to  others  to  check  the  pieces  from  their  home  states.  Almost 
all  of  the  pieces  that  I  checked  are  scarce,  with  most  being  R-9  or 
R-10  rarity.  I'm  still  undecided  whether  these  are  actual  pieces 
of  scrip  that  were  actually  delivered  to  the  "satisfied”  customers 
or  if  these  pieces  fall  into  the  realm  of  fantasy  pieces  depicted 
just  to  show  the  variety  and  quality  of  ORCO  scrip. 

Lets  take  a  closer  look  at  some  of  these  pieces.  The  very 
first  one,  A1 ,  seems  to  fit  Edkins'  description  for  Boomer  337A500, 
but  it  shows  the  legend  NOT  TRANSFERABLE  which  is  missing  in 
Edkins.  B2  has  the  correct  cutout  for  Scottdale  2535A100,  except 
that  Edkins  lists  the  word  SUPPLY  in  the  firm  name,  which  this 
piece  does  not  reflect.  The  very  next  piece,  B3 ,  resembles 
Nuttallburg  2097H100,  but  there  are  some  differences.  Edkins  shows 
INCORPORATED  spelled  out  in  full,  while  this  piece  has  the 
abbreviation  INC.  And  Edkins  lists  the  caveat  IN  MERCHANDISE , 
while  this  piece  bears  the  inscription  NOT  TRANSFERABLE.  But

Edkins  mentions  nothing  about  the  stylized  "F"  that  we  know  appears 
on  Fordson  pieces. 

Several  of  the  pieces  show  the  cutout  reversed,  as  shown  on  B6 
and  B7 .  B6  closely  ressembles  Holden  1341B5  &  BIO  descriptions,  but 
does  not  carry  the  notice  re  UNSPENT  FORTION  that  Edkins  reflects 
for  B100.  B7  is  close  to  the  description  for  Kingston  1525C00,  but 
does  not  have  the  town  name  as  listed  in  Edkins  and  which  the  C100 
in  my  own  collection  carries. 

Now  things  get  a  bit  stickier.  Cl  certainly  looks  like  the 
familiar  coal  car  from  Douglas  Coal  Company  at  Fireco,  and  F2  looks 
like  the  famous  horse  bead  from  Leckie  Firecreek  Coal  Company,  also 
at  Fireqo,  But  take  a  closer  look  at  the  diagonal  braces  in  the 
center  of  the  coal  car  on  Cl,  On  1Q21C100  the  diagonal  braces  are 
attached  to  the  ends  of  the  carl  The  horses  in  my  collection  are 
all  wearing  bridles,  but  the  steed  on  F2  is  unbridled!  And  neither 
of  these  companies  was  among  OF.CO's  satisfied  customers. 

Wouldn't  it  be  nice  if  the  Nelson  Fuel  pieces  from  Leslie  1613 
did  not  have  the  cutout  which  obliterates  most  of  the  beautiful 
ship?  You  can  have  such  a  piece  if  C9  is  correct.  There  is  only 
one  slight  catch  --  Nelson  Fuel  was  not  an  ORCO  customer  either! 

D2  sure  looks  like  that  magnificient  panther  on  the  Panther 
Coal  Company  pieces  from  Panther  2173  but  they  weren’t  made  by  ORCO 
either.  Some  pieces  do,  however,  seem  to  match  Edkins' 
descriptions*.  C2  appears  to  be  the  R-10  A100  from  Sutton  2729  and 
G1  may  be  B5Q0  from  Whitby  3005,  although  the  cutout  looks  slightly 
different , 

C8  presents  a  real  puzzle.  The  town  name,  Majestic,  is 
clearly  shown  on  this  piece  as  being  in  West  Virginia,  but  I  can 
find  no  town  by  that  name  in  this  state.  Except  for  the  caveat  NOT 
TRANSFERABLE  CS  does,  however,  nearly  match  the  description  for  KY 
1751  D100*  3  supposes  we  owe  Kentucky  an  apology  for  stealing  one 
of  their  towns! 

In  summary,  some  of  these.  81  pieces  match  descriptions  in 
Edkins,  while  ethers  show  slight  differences  in  caveats*or  cutouts. 
Still  other  pieces  are  from  companies  that  clearly  were  not  ORCO 
customers.  L  can't  imagine  ORCO  using  a  firm  with  whom  they  had 
not  done  business  as  a  reference.  What  kind  of  recommendation 
could  a  company  that  was  not  a  customer  provide?  What  company 
would  endorse  an  unfamlar  product? 

The  question  remains,  are  these  fantasy  pieces  or  did  they 
actually  exist.  More  importantly ,  DC'  they  actually  exist?  Will  my 
New  River  Company  collection  ever  be  complete  without  B5,  the  piece 
that  first  caught  my  eye  and  prompted  this  study.  I  would  be 
interested  in  hearing  views  of  other  collectors.  Not  all  the 
unlisted  pieces  shown  here  are  fantasy  pieces,  as  the  UL  Kellys 
Creek  Supply  piece  residing  m  my  collection  is  very  close  to  the 
one  portrayed  as  14.  It,  at  least,  actually  exists.  How  about  the

Each  of 
your  pieces  will  be  seen  by  over  400  members  in  40  or  more  states. 

We  ask  that  you  place  a  minimum  bid  on  each  piece  sufficient  to  re¬ 
cover  your  cost,  our  commission  and  a  reasonable  profit  for  yourself. 
Please  DO  NOT  ask  us  to  select  the  minimum  bid  for  you,  because  ve  do 
not  know  your  cost.
